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Soviet nuclear plant ablaze; 
Moscow seeks Western help 


Combined agency despatches 

THE SOVIET UNION on Tuesday sought 
Western help in putting out a blaze at a str- 
icken nuclear power plant after a spreading 
radiation cloud from a leak had reached the 
Nordic countries 1,600 kilometres away. 


As Moscow was reported to 
have sought advice mm both 
Sweden and West Germany, an 
expert in Bonn's nuclear power 
industry .said the request indicated 
the nuclear core of a reactor had 
probably melted. 

The fire was believed to be still 
raging at the Chernobyi light 
waterplant 50 kilometres north of 
Kiev in the Ukraine in what one 
Western expert said must have 
been an accident of such mag- 
nitude that it was technically unc- 
ontrollable. 

A cloud of radiation had spread 
across pan of Poland and into 
Sweden. Norway, Denmark and 
Fmland at the weekend, borne by 
southeasterly winds, but on Tue- 
sday it ai^teared to be blowing 
hack the way it had come after the 
winds dianged. 

Swedish officials said after rec- 
eivmg the Soviet request for adv- 


ice in fighting the blaze that it was 
clear the core had melted “ to part 
or even completely." 

“The nuclear plant’s graphite 
moderator is burning and the core 
of the reactor has melted, in part 
or even completely," Frigyes 
Reich of die Swedish nuclear ios- 
pectxm board SKI said. 

Swedish officials said radiation 
levels 100 times above normal 
were recorded after rain and snow 
impregnated with radioactive 


d^ris fell on the east coast of 
Sweden on Tuesday. 

Experts on nuclear power said 
the radiation levels would cause 
no hazard in Scandinavia although 
there was public alarm in Den- 
mark where diemists' shops qui- 
ckly sold out of iodine tablets, 
thought to be helpful in com- 
batting the effects of radiation. 

In West Germany, Atomic 
Forum, a centre run ^ the Ger- 
man atomic energy industry, said 
the Soviet Union had sought West 
German advice on bow to fight a 
fire at a nuclear power plant 

ITie Swedish radiological ins- 
titute said it would be unsafe to go 
wrfiiin 100 kilometres of the Che- 
rnobyl reactor. Some 33 million 
people live in the Kiev area, which 
lives ^0 kilometres southwest of 
Moscow.

There was no confirmed word 
oo deadis or injuries, although 
experts and officials in the Unit^ 
States and Western Europe said 
die nudfibr Occident w‘as almost 
certain to have caused fatalities. 

The United States has offered 
to help the Soviet Union following 
the nuclear disa.ster. 

White House Chief of Stafi 
Donald Regan, arriving in Nusa 
Dua. Bali, with President Ronald 
Reagan on his Asian tour, told 
reporters America “could be hcl- 
and would be if asked*' but 
that so far there had been no such 
request foom Moscow. 

“We have a lot of experience in 
bow we can handle these things 
both medicalJy and scientificaily." 
be said. 

The nuclear cloud passed over 
^elorussia and Poland to reach 
the Baltic states but did not reach 
W^l Germany. Western e.xperts 
in Moscow said tbe southeasterly 
wind that carried the radiation 
aj^rendy prevented Kiev bec- 
oming contaminaied.

He said tiiat the committee rec- 
ommended (hat the called-for 
Arab strategy should include 
plans fors m yo rtin g the Arab inh- 
abitants un^r Israeli rule through 
helping them to car^ out eco- 
nomic schemes enabling them to 
support themselves and helping 
them resist Israel's atten^ts to 


annex their territory. . _ 
■ The committee -recommended 
that exist^ eaonoraic seders in 
the occupied areas be siq^ited 
and tiiat tbe agricultural and ind- 
ustrial schemes be assisted and 
helped to be able to absorb add- 
itfonal Arab workers and that Pal- 
estinian raw materials be exp- 
loited to serve the local market. 
Dr. Qatanani said. 

He said that tbe comhiittee cal- 
led on Arab countries to support 
and promote the work of the edu- 
cational and vocational centres in 
Arab regions and to extend fin- 
ancial assistance to them to help 
them resist arbitrary measures. 

In addition, the committee has 
recommended that an Arab dip- 
lomatic can^raign be launched 
world -wide to explain the difficult 
conditioos of the Arab inhabitants 
under Israeli rule and to urge 
world governments to extend help 
to them. Dr. Qatanani added.

No breakthrough seen in 
Bahrain-Qatar mediation 


BAHRAIN (R) — Saudi Arabia 
on Tuesday continued ^loraatic 
efforts to resolve a territorial dis- 
pute between Qatar and Bahrain, 
with no sign of an early release of 
29 foreign woikers held by the 
Doha govenunent since Saturday. 

Tbe confrontation blew up 
when Qatari helicopters and tro- 
ops landed on the Fasht Ad Dibal 
reef last Saturday, firing on a tug 
and detaining tte workers, who 
were preparing the site for a Bah- 
raini coastguard base. 

The reef is one of several islands 
and marine areas over whidi the 
two states have dieted own- 
ership since the 193Ds. 

A Dutch envoy flew to Doha on 
Monday to join ne^tiations to 
free tbe men — 24 Filipinos, two 
Thais, two Britons and a Dut- 
chman — but d^lomats said there 
had been no progress. 

“There has t^n no change. 
Discussfods are going on but no 
progress has yet been rqxnted," 
ones^. 

Saudi Arabia was said to be try- 
ing to arrange a meeting between 
tbe rulers m Qatar and Bahrain, 
Shefltii Kh^a Ibn Hamad Al 
*Ihani and Sheikh Isa Ibn , Salman 
Al Khalifa. 

Arab d^lomatic sources said 
tiiat, if bdimd-the-scenes efforts 
sucked, they were likely to meet 
early next week, either in R^adh 
or h Moroccan city Fez. where 
Arab leaders are scheduled to 
hold a summit:

D^lomatic and marine sources 
Bahrain had moved troops 
and military equipment to both 
Hawar and Jarada. but then had 
been no reports of any incidents. 

The seas off Bahrain are nor- 
mally thronged with {Measure 
boats at the weekend, but tiie coa- 
stguard this week ordered boat 
owners not to sqrproach Jaiada or 
Fariit Ad Dibal, or venture soutii 
of Mosque Ig lanA, halfivay down 
Bahrasi's east coast. 

The dispute has pron^ited calls 
from several Arab leaders, inc- 
luding King Hussein, for the two 
countries to resolve the a^tr pea- 
cefully.

Tbe group is believed to res- 
ponsfolefor tbe shooting deaths of 
Appleby as well as I^eli bus- 
inesswoman Zebava Ben Ovadia 
on April 14. the spokesman said. 

It is also su^re(ked of tbe sho- 
oting of an American tourist on 
Mai^ 7 and a German tourist on 


April Ib. he said. 

Earlier, police said the xiimc 
gun was used to shoot Applelw. 
Ben Ovadia and the West German 
toursL 

In a statement issued in Beirut 
on .Monday, the Palestinian Abu 
Nidalgroupsaid itwus responsible 
for the killing of .Appleby.

Japanese celebrate

TOK^O (Agenciess) — Emperor 
Hirohito. the last surviving Ict'idcr 
from W'orld W'ar 11. on *ruesday 
celebrated 6<J years on Japan's 
chrysanthemum throne with rec- 
ollections of war and prayeni for 
peace. 

“Looking buck... my heart Is 
still pained when 1 recall the s,te- 
rifices by the people during the 
war and! am again moved iTy the 
piecfousness of peace," the frail 
monarrit told some 6,000 people 
who attended a ceremony at :i 
Tokyo sumo arena. 

“J firmly believe we cud open 
the way to a prospemu.s future if 
we only put to use. with ingenuity, 
the lessons learned from past exp- 
eriences." be said. 

Enqreror Hirohito also greeted 
a record 63.000 Japanese who flo- 
deed to tbe in^riat palace to obs- 
erve his 85tb birthday aiid to wish 
him hanmi (long life). 

Earlier in the day, a man was 
seriously injured when a bomb 
explod^ m a park where radicals 
planned an anti-Hirohito rally. 
Four incideats of railroad sab- 
otage involved burned c^les aff- 
ected 7S trains and thousands of 
travellers, but no one was injured.

Third U.S. carrier heads 
for Mediterranean fleet 


PORT SAID, Egypt (R) — The nuclear-powered 
U^. aircraft carrier Enterprise headed through the 
Suez r.anal Tuesday to reinforce the U.S. fleet in the 
MedHerranean, two weeks after the U.S. air raid on 
Libya, port officials said. 


Hk 76.000-1O11 waish^. esc- 
orted by five smaller U^. 
aod Eg^tiaa oaval vessels, ent- 
ered the waterway before dawn 
aod was expected to sail into the 
Mediterranean later T\iesday. 

Washington officials said the 
Enterprise was joining two other 
carriers, the Coral ^ and the 
America, which took ran in the 
/^ril IS attacks on Tripoli and 
BengbazL 

•' The reinforcement will bcxrst 
the US. M^iterraoean fleet to 
over 30 ships widi more than 240 
warplanes on the three carriers, 
though the officials said no orders 
had been givea to form a force to 
threaten L3^. 

The Enterprise is sdieduled to 
replace the Coral Sea when it ret-' 
urns to the United States later. 


Western diploiziats in ^iio 
con&iDed that Egypt. whidTcri- 
ticised the Ubya raid but is one of 
Washington's main Arab allies, 
had granted rare permission for 
the carrier to use the - 160- 
kiloixietre long canal to pass from 
the Indian ocean to fire Med- 
iterranean. 

The go-ahead appeared to be a 
gesture by Presideat Hosoi Mub- 
arak’s grwmment to help the 
U5., wfafoh gives Cairo more than 
^2 billion a year in economic and 
military aid, following its criticism 
of die raid. 

Egypt has long banned 
nuclear-powered shqis from using 
the shat^ic canal because of fears 
that an accident could close the 


waterway, which earned it an est-^ 
imated ^910 millioa in' tolh last 


year. 

Cairo lastleta nudear-powered 
shfo use the canal ia November 
1984, when the U.S. cruiser Ark- 
ansas was allowed to shadow a 
Sovietnavysh^from the Red Sea 
to the Mediterranean. 

U.S. officials said Washn^o 
was determined to maintam at 
least two carriers in the Med- 
iterranean for the foreseeable fiit- 
uie, in case Presideat Ronald 
Reagan decides another militaiy 
atta^ if necessary. The only rea- 
listic way to do that was to get the 
Ent^rise to the region. 

“The issue is wfaetoer to go with 
one carrier or stay with two." exp- 
lained one official. “And to stay at 
two, you either move the Ent- 
erprise or extend (die d^loymeot 
oQ the Coral Sea, and without the 
canal, it would take the Enterprise 
21 days to steam around Africa.” 

“And the situation is still too 
tense to go down to one carrier,” 
added another source. 

The Coral Sea. having com- 
pleted a standard six-mondi dq>- 


loymeat, was sdieduled to sail for 
home e^y this, month. Those 
orders were cancelled and the ship 
ordered -back into die central 
Meditsiranean to jofo the carrier 
America. 

Attack • jets from the Coral Sea-, 
and America subsequently joined 
U.S. Air Force bombers flying 
^m England to strike the Libyan 
towns. 


, The sources said the Coral Sea 
had moved back into the central 
Mediterranean over tbe weekend, 
due north of Libya, after a week of 
Iberly in Naples, Italy. The carrier 
America subsequentiy tr^ied jria- 
ces with the Coral Sea and is now 
in N^lesfora port call<rft& own. 

The last time the Unh^ States 
had three carriers in the Med- 
iterranean, in March, the sh^ 
conducted operations within the 
disputed Gulf of Sirte off Ubya’s 
coast Libya responded by firing 
suiface-to-air missfles at navy jets, 
pron^ting American strikes aga- 
inst the mksile batteries md Lib- 
yan patrol boats. 


AUB trying to trace missing Cypriots 


BEIRUT (R) — Officials at the 
American University of Beirut 
(AUB) are trymg to trace two 
Greek Cypriot students missing 
and feared kidnapped in 
Muslim-held west Beirut. 

“We are making oecessaiy con- 
tacts widi the militias, but we have 
nothing new up to now.” an ALffi 
spokesman told Reuters Tuesday. 

The two men, Tirlois Panayiotis 
and Costos Stavros Y iannalci, are 
in their third year in the AUB Ele- 
ctrical Engineering OepartmenL 
Both are a^d 25. 

An AUB statement said they 
.left their hotel Monday on their 
wa]jr to the univeisi^ but never 
arnved. Their pasqxirls were 
found at the hotel and h was fea- 
red they may have been kid- 
naj^ied. 

No one has claimed their abd- 
uction and this is toe first rim«» 


Cypriots have been reported mis- 
sing in kkln^>-plagued west Bei- 
rut. 

Some 18 foreigners, including 
three AUB staffers are still mis- 
sing,feared kidnar^ed. Two AUB 
enqjloyees, Britito teacher Leigh 
Douglas and U.S. Librarian Peter 
KUbum were found shot dead on 
April 17 along with Briton Philip 
Padfield. 

The anti-Western atta^, an 
apparmt revenge for tbe April 15 
UiS. air attack on Lft^, have led., 
to toe exodus of some 70 for-^ 
eigners from west Beirut many of 
toiem AUB staff. 

The Cypriot consul, Ziad Saab, 
told Raters he h^ no tetf- 
oiteation on the fate of toe two, 
“but we have made contacts with 
toe miKfia«« and informed toe Leb- 
anese Forejgn Mmrstry. 

“We want to stress the two 


are Cypriot nationals. We do rut 
want anyone to think toey are 
from dmerent European nat- 
ionalities,” he added. 

“Th^ did not have their pas- 
^fts. just their AUB ideatity 
card, and toey don't speak Ara- 
bic,” he added. 

He hoped that if toey were kid- 
napped, toeir abductors “would 
undiustand this fact. Cyprus has 
always had good and friendly rel- 
ations wito all toe factions in Leb- 
anon.” 

He said between 40 and 50 
Cypriots live in Lebanon. Cyprus 
no embassy there but mai- 
'ntains a consulate in west Beirut 

hi Nicosia, the Cyinus Foreign 
Mhistry said it was in contact wito 
.toe Beirut consul and wito toft 
Cyprus etitoas^ in Oamascus, but 
had no fresh informatiori on toe 
students. 


Clashes erupt at Beirut’s battlefronts 


EpIRUT (<!^encies) — Mortar 
rriachmegim fire erupted Tue- 
‘ at Beirut’s battlefr^ts, wou- 

nding at least six peo}rie despite a 
unilateral ceased muiounoed 
Mond^ night Lebanon's main 
Oiris rian militia. 

Security sources said Falangist 
and opposition mflitiamen at 
dawn exchanged mortar and mac- 
hinefun fire across toe "green 
leen” batdefront separating toe 
city into a Christian east and a 
Muslim west. 

The Muslim “Voice of toe 
Homeland” radio said five p^pk 
were wounded when a mlttar 
shell hit the entrance of toe Barbir 
Hospital while the Falangist 
“Voice of Lebanon” said a Leb- 
anese soldier was wounded by sni- 
ping on toe frontline. 

The dashes came several hours 
after a'unSateral ceasefire ann- 
ounced by toe Falangist “Leb- 
anese Forces” militia whidi called 
for a military truce between war- 
ring frictions and dgiltyin g Leb- 
anese observers on all fronts. 


There was no immediate rea- 
ction to toe ceasefire ann-. 
ouQcement from opposition mil- 
itia leaders. a^titoe i^-Syrian As 
Shaiq new^per saki on its frxnt 
page: “There is alw^ a pos- 
sib^ty for a military showdown.” 
Political sources in west Beirut 
said T\iesday that political dea- 
dlock persists because toe Leb- 
anese Forces “offered a oeaseffre. 
but did not offer a political sol- 
ution” to back it. 

The Druze "Voice of toe Mou- 
ntain" radio said in reaction to toe 
call: ”Ii is a new theatrical per- 
fonhance following the per- 
formance of releastag some kid- 
napped victims.’' 

The Lebanese Forces last week 
freed about 36 kidnap victims, 
some held for more than two 
years. The prisoners were handed 
over to Sunni Muslim Mufti of toe 
Republic Sheikh Hassan Kbaled. 

Mufti Khaled Monday risited 
toe seat of the Maronite Christian 
Church in east Beirut to con- 
gratulate toe new patriardi, Nas- 


srallah Sfeir, who was instaqfd on 
Sunday. . ; 

Both religious leaders have cal- 
led for an immediate end to fig- 
hting, and the Lebanese Forces 
delegated them to negotiate wito 
all toe ODuntiy's warring factions 
adherence to the ceasefire and a 
militaiy truce. 


It was unclear who started toe 
fighting Tuesday, but there have 
recurrent dashes- along tbe 
“grm Ime” smee the collapse of a 
SyrkL»miediated peace plan to 
end toe 11 -year-old civil war.

Residents in Kiev reported no 
signs of the nuclear accident One 
Kiev resident said by telephone 
Ukraine Radio was assuring lis- 
teners there was no danger from 
radiation. "Everything is com- 
pletely normal here.Tlie scene erf 
the accideot is far away and it is 
not as dangerous as the rumours 
say," she said. 

As ^lecuJation mounted in the 
West over what happened at Che- 
rnobyl, Western commentators 
cal led on the Soviet Union to open 
more ofitsnuciearpowerplants 
to intemational inflection. 

Ihe Kiev reactor was a l^t 
water-cooled graphite moderator 
reactor, type^RBMK, vrfiidi is 
unique to the Soviet Unioo, acc- 
ordng to sources at the Vienna- 
based Intemational Atomic Ene- 
rgy Agency (IAEA). 

The Soviet Union has 2S such 
plaits, in whidi the nuclear rea- 
ction takes place in channels 
bored into graphite Mocks, with a 
total capacity of 15,616 meg- 
awatts. 

In all there are 51 nuclear 
power (Hants in operation in the 
Soviet Lhiion producing a total 
27,756 megawatts. 

'The, Atomic Forum fiokesman 
cit^ West German expertsassay- 
ing that if tite'^aphile had caught 
fire then it appeared virtually cer- 
tain tiiat the reactor core had mel- 
ted andxelea^ eaonnous amo- 
unts (rf radiation. 


The spokesman said toe Atomic 
Forum was now tracking down 
German oqierts on graph^ rea- 
ctors and nuclear fire-fi ghting . He 
added that it was not yet clear if 
Moscow wanted Germans to fly to 
the Soviet Union or just needed 
advice. 

Interior Minister Friedrich 
Zimme rmann offered MOSCOW 
whatever expertise and equ- 
ipment it needed. 

The Qiemobyl fire appeared to 
be toe same kind of aocklent which 
occurred in Britain in 1957 when 
‘toe graphite rods in the atomic pile 
at toe Wkidscale experimental 
reactor caught fire and lotted the 
radioactive fuel rods, an expert, 
who did not wished be named, told 
Reuters. 

"All early reactors had graphite 
rods. What has happened in the 
Sovietcase seems to be exac^the 
same as toe WindscaJe atomic pile 
fiia.” 

The fire at Wmdscale was toe 
worst accident in the West’s nuc- 
lear history. The fire destroyed the 
core of one of two plutoinum- 
pnoducing reactors, sending clo- 
uds of radioactivity into toe atm- 
osphere. 

An official British r^rt rel- 
eased aaany years later said that 
iptaHng radiation coold have cau- 
sed doaeas of cancer.deatbs. 

Tonnes of milk frtxoreows gra- 
zing near the sire had* to be dum- 
ped because of radbactive 
iodine oontammatioa.

PSD organises road safety campaign 


AMMAN ( J .T.) — Motorists cau- 
sing road accidents between May 
1 and May IS will be forced to 
attend at least four lectures on tra- 
ffic regulations, in accordance 
wito instructioas issued by Int- 
erior Minister Hasun Ai Kayed. 
This was announced Tliesday by 
the Public Securi^ Dq»rtroent 
(PSD) which is at present involved 
in preparing a wide-scale cam- 
paign to ^read awareness among 
members of toe public about the 
need to reduce road accidents. 

The campaign , oomciding with 
Jordan’s observance of lot- 
emational Traffic Day. entails 
enqilqying all toe information 
media to alert public attention to 
traffic regulations and ways to 
minimise accidents <» toe road. 

Between April 8 and April 15 
the traffic police registered 2.016 
traffic violations in Jordan of 
w hich 415 were for ^xedzng as 


recorded by radar monimring sys- 
tems, the R D said in a statement 
at the start of toe campaign. Many 
of these violations, toe statement 
sakl. reflect toe violators' total dis- 
regard for public safety reg- 
ulations. The statement called on 
all drivers to abide by all traffic 
regulations and to avoid any vio- 
lation whi^ could endanger pub- 
lic safety. 

Id the first three months of 
1986. the statement said, polios 
registered a total of 3337 traffic 
violations which caused the death 
of 92 people and toe tnjuiy of 
1684 otoers. Most of these vio- 
lations oceuned in the Amman 
regun, followed by Zarqa. irbkl 
and Karak, the statement added. 

The Jordanian Society for the 
Prevention of Road Aeddeote 
(JSPRA) plans to bold a one-day 
^mposhim on May 7 to study 
measures which could help reduce 


toe nuntoer of road accidents in 
the country. The symposium will 
review recommendations isaied 
by earlier ^nqwshims and will 
study five major working papers 
dealing with the role of i^ucation 
and truormation to spread public 
awareness about road safe^, the 
rofe of police, road conditions and 
other related topics. 

The JSPRA is also helping in 
the general campa^ to ^read 
awareness about road accidents 
and ways to reduce toe risk of acc- 
idents and has enlisted the help of 
university professors, lawyers, 
doctors and engmeers as well as 
the traffic police to deliver lec- 
tiiies on the subject. 

EarHer, the JSPRA sent memos 
to all government de. ariments 
request^ their assistance to help 
the society make roads in Jordan 
safer.

Researchers discuss joint Arab 
action as a means to achieve 

independent regional progress

AMMAN — Tbe role of joint Arab action in ach- 
ieving independent development in the Arab World 
came under discussion on fourth and last day of a 
seminar organised here by the Centre for Arab 
Unity Studies. 


Panic^ants at the seminar, 
which was held to discu.*i.s "Ind- 
ependent Development in the 
Arab World " drew out patterns 
of economic policies that they bel- 
ieve, if adopted, would pioniote 
the establishment of independent 
development in Arab slates. 

A consensus that emerged 
among researchers and scientists 
at the seminar emphasised the 
responsibility of the west for div- 
isions in the .Arab World, its bac- 
kwardness and weaknesses on all 
social, economic and political lev- 
els. 

They unanimously agreed that 
the only way to stronger eco- 
nomies in Arab states, hence, a 
more coherent Arab strategy, was 
through .Arab integration and 
unity, away from western control 
and patronage. 

In a paper presented on the role 
of joint .Arab action in achieving 
independent development. Dr. 
Mohammad Imam, an economic 
counsellor at the .Arab Monetary 
Fund, said that there was a bask 
need in the ruling circles in the 
Arab World to look at dev- 
elopment as a multi-faceted com- 
prehensive concept with all its 
economic, social and political asp- 
ects. 

New approach 

Dr. imam stressed the need for 
a new approach to development 
by bandhng it from the per- 
spective of independence a.s opp- 
osed to subservience. He said one 
of the basic components of an ind- 
ependent economy is "self- 
reliance in the satisfaction of the 
basic humanitarian needs in the 
fields of energy and food." 

Dr. Imam also called for dev, 
national abOitier in the 


Geidoftedmology and production 
with toe aim of satis^g these 
needs and fulfilling security req- 
iiirements. 

' ' Dr. Irnam raaiotaihs in his paper 
that joint Arab action has so fair, 
had a limited impact on the pro- 
cess of development in the Arab 
World. In reference to toe Arab 
League decision to establish toe 
Arab ConuDOD Market, be said 
the decisioD was only one of 856 
resolutions issued by 41 sessbns 
of toe unity council throughout a 
period of 20 yrars. 

At toe beginning. Dr. Imam 
said, the trend was to go in the 
dir>xtiD 0 of joint projects, mainly 
to*rards coordination in toe agr- 
icultural and industrial fields. He 
said it was oot the fault of the ins- 


titutions entrusted with drawing 
up policies for this economic int- 
egration. but it was toe fault of 
governments which paralysed 
toese moves. 

.Assessing efforts that have 
been exerted by Arab orc- 
anisatioDs. Dr. Imam said .Arab 
economic integration did not 
focus on liberating trade, although 
efforts towards coordination were 
there at the very beginning. He 
said that the greatest burden was 
carried by countries and their sys- 
tems which have lost their sense of 
the meaning of integration. 

The economic counsellor said 
that toe spontaneous flow of 
money in eeriuin Arab states 
which Wi'ts not accompanied with 
technologica] know-how or a basic 
industrial base, led to more dep- 
endence of the industrial world, 
whether in oil or non-oil pro- 
ducing suites. . 

Food security 

"Despite repeated warning 
from the problem of foixi sec- 
urity." Dr. Imam said."fcH:td sho- 
ruiges are wor^ning and there are 
no indications that things w ill imp- 
rove. even in the case of the imp- 
lementalicm of joint .Arab pro- 
jects." 

He also said that national sec- 
urity* is deteriorating with .several 
wars and divisbns in the region, 
especially in the three states that 
were considered the hope for sol- 
ving the problem of food security: 
Sudan. Iraq and Morocco. 

Tlte revenue gup 

In another paper on "The Dev- 
eiopmentof toe Revenue Gap and 
Conditions for Independent Dev- 
elopment." which was prepared 
jointiy by Dr. Abdul .Aziz Saqqaf 
and Dr. Othman Otbman. two 
experts from the Yemen Arab 
Republic, reviewed economic 
deyelopmeni in their couittiy. and 


the problems that are hindering its 
development. 

The paper .<uiid that a study of 
the Yemeni coemomy indicated 
the responsibility of the imbalance 
that exist between production and 
consumption, for the wide gap in 
revenues and the omstant need 
for more foreign borrowing to 
handle expenditure, both in inv- 
estments as well as consumption. 

"With the scarcity of natural 
resources and production, and toe 
increase in the remittances from 
expairiaies, h'emen could be the 
only country whose consumption 
expenditure exceeds iLs local pro-, 
duct. 

Dr. Vussef Sayegh. an eoo- 
numLsi from Lebarron. presented a 
paper entitled "Towards an Ind- 
ependent Development in the 
.Arab World." In his paper. Dr. 
.Sayegh concludes that the ind- 
ependent development which 
depends on the nation itself "is 
generally embodied in the* ass- 
.umption of internal econonuc, 
pi>licicu] and ideologkui positions, 
w i(h a view on the re.si of the world 
within the will to achieve ind- 
ependence." 

Defined evolutkm 

Dr. Sayegh said that to achieve 
that, requires a more defined evo- 
lution and implementation of 
democratic principles, popular 
political partic^tion and u steady 
movement towards .Arab unity. 
He said that it :Jso requires sec- 
uring the highest possible level of 
social justice. 

"In order for all that to be pos- 
sible, basic and radical changes on 
the educational system." Or Say- 
egh told the seminar. 

In the field of economy, ind- 
ependent developmenL acoordine 
to Dr. Sayegh. depends on the abi- 
lity of Arab states to coordinate 
views on developmental goals. He 
said that decision-makers in toe 
Arab World carry the res- 
pODsibiiity of taxing into con- 
sideration as a priority the needs 
and the interests of the people. 

"Political, economic and int- 
ellectual leaderships are invited to 
learn from the people, especially 
those who are more deprived, that 
is if there is going to be an ind- 
ependent development." Dr. Sav- 
egh said.

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Strategy f®ir development 

THE .Arab ecooomies have bem nuOor vktans of recent erratic 
rfiangps in die world o3 market. Hie fluctuations in world Ml 
demand and supply have a magnified infract on Arab rev- 
enues, and tbeir repercussions are transmitted to all the eco- 
nomies in the Arab region. The experiences of the past few 
years dearly deiwHistrate the pitfalls inherent in ttie 
redktabie character of the oh market, whose advM^ con- 
sequences are felt in both the iqiward and downward {diases of 
die cyde. Thus the revenues of the Arab countries junqied 
from $77 bfliion in 1978 to $213 billion in 1960, with the 
expectation that they might rise even higher in future. How- 
ever, they dedmed equally suddenly to $114 billion in 1963, 
and they have been falling ever since, with the proqiect of 
huger reductions due to downward pressures on price and to 
the dqiredation of the dollar. Such fluctuations would und- 
oubtedly put enormous stresses on the economy of any country. 
But the fluctuations particularly affect the Arab countries, as 
their economies are ^1 stOl in tte early stages of development 
and laigely d^iendent on this commodity with its erratic beh- 
aviour. The problems have been compounded by the lack of a 
coordinated Irag-term Arab strategy on oU and economic dev- 
dopment. Instead, Arab policies have been preoccupied witii 
the short-term vagaries of the maritet, reacting to events over 
whidi they exercise little control. Hiis preoccupation has been 
evident in the tendency of Arab countries, as well as other 
OPEC producers, to increase their production to excessively 
h^ levels when market conditions are tight, thereby raising 
the possfliOity of rapid depletiHi of their oil wealth and ove- 
iheath^ their economies. Conversdy, they reduce their pro- 
duction to unacceptably low levels wbm there is a market glut. 
In either case, ther^ -sre inconsistencies between their long- 
term interests and short-term ex^encies. During the past few 
years, reductions in current public expenditure and the con- 
sequent decline in almost all economic activities have been 
acconqianied by the cancellation of many projects and by 
drastic cuts in the funds allocated to developraoit plans and to 
jokit Arab projects and cot^rative activities. The con- 
tinuation dT such measures will have a damaging impact on the 
long-term proqiects all tiie Arab couob »es. Tbenefore, far- 
sighted policies are needed to counteract th*' adverse con- 
sequences of these measures and to reduce the effect of ove- 
rdcfiradence cm oil. Any measures adopted to deal with short- 
term problems should also consider tiieir implications on the 
Arab economies in the decades to come. Needless to say, the 
approach should be based on the coordination of devdopment 
plans and on cooperation between the Arab countries to min- 
imise the impact of short-term turbulence. The political dif- 
feraices among Arab regimes should be dealt with as tem- 
porary phenomena and should not be allowed to impinge on the 
realisation of their strategic objectives. Intra-Arab oig- 
anisatiuns and joint institutions, if given more support and 
confidence from member states, can make this very difficult 
task possSUe — OAPEC Bulletin.

A yen for growth: Japan and superpower economics

WHATEVER may be the case 
politically and militarily, there is 
only one economic supeipower in 
the world today and that's the U.S. 
This has been so since the end of 
World War U and looks like it will 
continue to be for a while yet 
Should another economy emerge 
to rival the Americaa's it almost 
certamly looks like being .lapan’s. 
Tbe Soviet Union for all its power 
remains backward relative to the 
U.S. which is still able to grow and 
develop unlike any other eco- 
nomy. The Americans along with 
die Japanese have just undertaken 
anodKr revolutionary step in the 
field of oonpiters, leaving the 
USSR still rartfaer behind. This 
and odier gaps between the Sov- 
iets and the capitalist states ran- 
kle, but it is going to take a whQe 
to dose them and major changes 
will probably have to be int- 
roduced into the U^R's eco- 
nomic system before anydiing like 
its full potential begins to be rea- 
lised. Meanwhile only people 
really in a position to challenge the 
Americans economically are the 
Japanese. 

And challenge they wQl. The 
Japanese economy today is so suc- 
cessful that people are actually 
looking at ways to make Japan 
produce less. The Japanese are 


talkiog about effecting a historic 
change in their culture to acc- 
ommodate Western markets and 
interests. The U.S.andQtber Wes- 
tern states in^xirt enormous amo- 
unts of Japan's products and oom- 
. plain that they are hurt by diis 
oneway commerce. Among other 
suggestions, it has been proposed 
that the work week in Japan be cut 
from six to five days, wages be rai- 
sed, consumers encouraged to 
spend more oi bousing and other 
personal comforts, and personal 
savings reduoecUrom their current 
level which is the hipest in the 
industrial world. It is thus hoped 
tiiat Japan's exports would bec- 
ome scarcer and more expensive 
and a domestic climate more con- 
ducive to inerts be created. The 
latter still encounter stiff con- 
su mer resistance in Japan whidi is 
the U.S.'s second largest trading 
partner and is held re^nsible for 
the loss of American jobs due to 
cheap inerts. 

Will these and odier changes be 
ea^ to make? Asked about the 
stractural adjustments necessary 
to cut Japan down to size in the 
international maiicet. Prime Min- 
ister Yas uhim Nakasooe replied 
that they w91 cause “tremendous 
political difficulties” and enc- 
ounter “stioQg resistance from 


bureaucrats.” But, he added, “we 
believe the Japanese people at 
large are becoming more and 
more aware of the critical sh- 
uatbn oi in the context of 
the intematioiial comiminity” and 
so was hop^ diat something 
could be done. 

Over the short-term, the for- 
eign exdiange markets may par- 
tially reduce the “criticai situation 
of Japan.” As the yen rises, exp- 
orting may become more difficult 
and iiqiorts more attractive for 
the Japanese. And this may slow 
down growtii. Last year Japanese 
gross national product (GN^ 
went up by close to S per cent, but 
the outlook for 86 looks poorer. A 
stronger yen w91 hurt ejqxirters 
and make them unoonqietitive. 
On the other hand, lower oil prices 
and lower interest rates may make 
up for the af^redating currency. 
If not. p essimis ts See Japan’s 
growth this year as around 3 per 
cent or less. 

Japan's “critical situation” is 
simply that its people are too suc- 
cessful for the comfort of nei- 
ghbours and “allies” such as the 
United States. But as long as the 
Americans control Japm's def- 
roces and its food siq^lies it will 
remain subordinate to die U.S. 


and apologetic over its succ^. 
Sooner or later thou^ something 
wfll have to give and die Japanese 
may Mice again break out of then* 
arch^l^ just as they did half a 
oenhiry ago. The same applies to 
the Gerraciis; Reunify them and 
the whole ecoDomic map of Eur- 
would change and with it the 
political situation in a way which is 
difficult to imagine. Meanwhile 
the mark and yen ai^ireciate and 
enormous trade surpluses an rac- 
ked boy die Japanese and 
.Gennans. 

But back in the hapless Third 
Worid, a “critical situation” really 
does exist. Enormous fbreijgn debt 
in Latin America, starvation and 
noalnutrition m Africa, the oil 
price collapse in the Middle East 
and falling growth rates in the Far 
East mean that the poorer Soudi 
of the ^obe is in crisis. Does this 
worry the Americans too much? 
Not really, although it should. The 
U£. is the world's economic lea- 
der. As such it has re^xmsibilities 
towards the rest of us, and Fm not 
talking ^ut sheer altruism eit- 
her. The AmericaDS should realise 
that less bullying and exploitation 
of the Third Worid and a nrore 
sensible approach to the problems 
of underdevelopment will bring 


benefits to everybody. For a long 
time DOW there has been talk of a 
new world economic order. Wit- 
hout the U5., this will remain 
sinqily talk. But if the Americans 
become convinced that their own 
self-interest lies in the stability' 
and prosperity of the Thirti World, 
a new system of international eco- 
nomics could enterge. Any chance 
of this happening ? Probably not. 
The Americans seem to have rev- 
erted to their old policies of con- 
frontation and manqiulation. One 
would have thought that all this 
came to an end witii the U.S. def- 
eat in Vietnam, but it now look.s 
o^rwise. 

In otiier words everybody is 
going to be in for a period of unc- 
ertainty and inst^ility as the 
Americans once again run amok 
in die Third World and elsewhere. 
“Keeping down” the Germans 
and J^ianese is simply a con- 
rirtiiatinn of World War llby Other 
means. As for American military 
action in Lfoya and other places, 
this is just an nteosion of the gun- 
boat diplomacy of the early 20th 
Century as well as a follow-up to 
Vietnam. Uoforrunately. the 
Middle East stands to suffer eno- 
rmously fro m such attitudes if only 
because the US. is more than 
hapOT to see its Israeli client n'ea- 


kefling and teraonsir^ tile region. 

So much for the new mt- 
ematioaal economic onier. As 
long as the Americans have the 
need to assert their machisiDo. the 
world will remain unstable, and 
b$ pans of it wili coatmue str- 
uggling against poverty. What can 
the Third World do about the? 
.Not much, but we might begin 
with local elites and the rest of the 
population ceasing to kowtow to 
the US.andslav*i^yacceptiDgit!> 
diktats and whims. The disv- 
elqiing states can also {riay off the 
various big powers against each 
other. Most important of all nat- 
ional institutions wBl have to be 
constructed and strengthened in 
guarantee some measure of eco- 
nomic independence. Who 
knows: One day the American^ 
and others may turn to a unified 
previous and stable Middle 
East and ask it to please stop exp- 
orting so mud> . A dream? Mayt«. 
but not aiming for such goals will 
permanently relegate our region 
to the rote of an economic bac- 
kwater and political wasteland.

The spy who came 
in from Kuwait 


The followuig artkie is reprinted 
from The Voice of the Arab World. 

LONDON — Writer Tom Man- 
gold has described in a BBC 
“Panorama'’ television pro- 
gramme called “The Defector^' 
the astonishing fate of Russians 
who go over to the American side. 
Instead of being cradled in tiie 
arms of Uncle Sam as piisil^ed 
people, they often end up as the 
fi ntsam and jetsam American 
society. 

FjA year, about a hundred 
“qjedal-case” Soviet defectors 
are allowed permanent sancmaiy 
in the United States in return for 
die special services (hity have oon- 
tributed to die U3, govenunent 
The CIA handles die cases, their 
d^iicfing a^ tbeir resettiemeiit 
in CP; United States. 

But it is that third function 
vdiich is giva^ all die trouble. The 
resettlement d^>artmeat, known 
as die '‘Domestic Oxitacts” div- 
ision of the dA, is not always sta- 
ffdJ Ity the agency's h^Jiest flyeis. 
After the excitement of the 
“defection” is over die Russians 
ai^iear to be not at all well treated 
in terms of understanding or con- 
ditions. 

One interesting case study 
taken iqi by Tom Mangold was 
thatof a Soviet diplomat. Dr. Vla- 
dimir Sakharov, who defected pri- 
vately in Kuwait, ^ied on Soviet 
emb^sy activities tn Kuwait for 
the CIA, and later publicly def- 
ected to America. 

You would siqipose such a man 
would be highly rewarded. That, 
at least, is v^t we assume from 
fictional stories. However, once 
his use as an inteUigenoe agent is 
over and he has publicly defected, 
nefa a man is, acoorcmig to this 
BBC report, more abu^ and, 
neglected thm honouied. 

Dr. Vladimir Sakharov, the 
defector from the Soviet embasty 
in Kuwait, is described as tall, 
handsome, rather spoiled, ooming 
as be does from that Moscow pri- 
vfl^ed efite gnaianteed the best 
of everything. He was soon flying 
h^ m the Soviet foreign ministry, 
and was working as an attache in 
the Soviet embasty in Kuwait 
when be broke witii communism 
and his country. 

The local Kuwait CIA man beg- 
ged him to remain “m place” as 
lou as he could, before pttysically 
dcfectwig.so Sakharov worked for 
the CIA in Kuwait in vdiat is des- 
erfoed as “the most dangerous 
w£ty possfole.” 

But when at last be arrived in 
Watiimgton haviag finally def- 
ected, his new CIA minders tre- 
ated him like a ^n!t They ordered 

him to hh tUUne, an*i gave 

hkn tile idtttity of a Gennan. 

Then they shqped him 
oat to Hollywood and dunped 
him in a motel where rooms were 
let by the house for oommerdal 
sex and where “you didn't want to 
look at the mattress.” Then they 
advised him to go on a motel man- 
agement course. 

His fellow “studeots” on the 
course, reports Tom Mangold, 
were two winos'and a coiqile of 
former lobby-whores working 
^ir way iq> tte management lad- 
der. hi fact, Sakharov was only 
being trained to be a sort of bell 
: c^tain. Oe^ite weekly visits by 
' his CIA mindeTS (“Everytiung 
OK, Vladimir?”), Dr. Saldiaiov 
was gODg downhill fast. He bad' 
bmme a drunk and was living 
wiifa a prostitute. 

When the motel -management 
sdtool went banknqit the CIA 
si^gested Sakharov sold shoes or 
drove a taxi Qie <fid both). Later, it 
suggested this talented, biling^ 
former dqilomat become a guide 
at Disn^iand, so he bou^t a 
canary-cofouied suit and a fiintty 


flower tie — but failed to get any 
job. 

One day. after seeing his ref- 
lectioa in a bar window in Hol- 
lywood (“I saw a fet, drunken 
jerk” be told Tom Mangold), he 
began to pull hims elf together. He 
told the CIA he wanted his name 
back. He wanted help finding a 
reqiectable new career, and he 
wanted “k riow. The CIA thr- 
eatened to axe bis small armuhy 
(eventualty it did), andnlso war- 
ned him tiiat he had better stay ' 
hidden as 16 KGB agents had rec- 
ently Imded at New York's JFK 
aiipcn with a oontiact to ass- 
assinate him. Sakharov called 
their bluff. (No Soviet defector is 
known to have been buoped off 
tty KGB in America, unless 
you want to include Troeilty). 

Eventually, a syn^tiietk; CIA 
hanri lw helped him enter the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, gjv- 
mg him a break that would efaa^e 
his life. Wife the help of an org- 
anisation called die Jamestown 
Foundation xriiich has been est- 
ablished as a Washington charity 
to help these “foigotten men” 
wbi defect from Russia, he has 
now secured a teaming post at the 
University of Arizona. Huou^ 
his own ofotls he’s now workmg 
America's profit^le lecture dr-‘ 
cuit, making £3,500 per lecture. 
Sakharov's friture loo^ toierable, 
but it was a near thing. 

Tom Mangold’s fascinating 
truth of what really hai^iMis to 
Soviet defectors describes one 
Mio ended iq> washiog dirty lau- 
ndry in Brooklyn, after bei^ the 
equivalent in he time in Russia of 
a Soviet deputy-minister. 

Another who defected in Tokyo 
was told by the CIA be would get a 
U.S. reseaidi post but was placed 
Ml arrival in New Yoric in a cheap 
Broadway hotel surrounded tty 
junkies and hookers. Another 
defector, a professor from Odessa, 
was also dtuqied in a gnfoby hotel 
and is tod^ preparing to try for a 
job as a taxi driver — if he can get 
such a post. 

There is now this organisatioD 
called tile Jamestown roundatkm 
that is trying to help the ^ip- 
aiendy abandoned detectors, men 
who have often left wife. childFen 
and everyfoing precious in human 
existence to go over to the West. 

Tom Mangold in an aitide in 
the BBC weekly. “The Listener,” 
says the “quiet and necessary 
work of tiw Jamestown Fou- 
ndatk», is at last producing some 
positive results. There are now 
moves to create a sort of defector’s 
charter vriikh will entffie tiK»e 
xriio qualify to more tiian a quick 
debriefing, a couple of quid to be 
gettBg Ml with and a pat on the 
bade. The days when me CIA, in 
secret, and for its own eccentric 
reasons, gives or denies a defector 
a decent pension, or retramiog 
programnte, or new career, may 
soon be over. 

The “diarter,” says Tom Man- 
gold, would guarantee a decent 
annuity. U.S. citizentii^ grmted 
more qui^y, laigiiage traming 
and a custom-made retrainiiig 
prograimie for fhpsenriio cannot, 
tta^r tbeir skills from East to 
West. 

It may indeed be difficult to find . 
a new role for a d^ecting Soviet 
.pilotor diplomat but it should not 
W imipossible. Once Was- 
hington tries a Ktde harder, the 
dignity and self-reqiect — the 
most precious acquisition for any 
defector — will follow aut- 
omatically. 

The “raztorama” progcamme 
"The Defecton” is one ^ those 
brilliant pieces of investigative 
joutnalism whidi has givra the 
BBC a woridwide lefNitatkm for 
objectivity. 


Distorted images of Arab political action in the Israeli press

. TEL AVIV — On two occasions 
last montii, Aiidis in Israel and the 
West Bank have held mass nat- 
ionalist demonstrations which 
received wide coverage in the Isr- 
aeli press; at the Mai^ 3 funeral 
of Nablus mayor Zaafer A1 Masri 
and on Land Day. March 30. 

Because the press mirrors pub- 
lic opinion no less than it moulds 
it, a look at the coverage givea the 
demonstrations provides a rev- 
ealing insight into popular Israeli 
perceptions of Arab political exp- 
ression in Israel and the occupied 
territories. 

A1 Masri's funeral became what 
was perhaps the largest Pal- 
estinian nationalist domonsiration 
ever held in the West Bank. WbQe 
much of the procession was made 
up of older men. the professional 
elite of Nablus, who marched sol- 
emnly and in sflence, the youth of 
Nablus, who also carried the cof- 
fin, used the occasion to stage a 
pio-PLO march wUicb, while not 
lacking in emotional fervour rein- 
abed orderly and non-violent. 

While the mornbg p^rs des- 
erved the processbn as generally 
calm, the afternoon press pre- 
sented it differently. Ibe papers’ 
approach was typified ^ two’ 
front-page colour (botographs of 


the processbn, captioned res- 
pectively “Hatred" and “A oat- 
bnalist storm.” The papers var- 
iously described the dem- 
oustration asa “riot” or a“stormy 
demonstration” which was han- 
dled “with great restramt” by Isr- 
aeli security forces.:. In fact, there 
was m need at the processbn for 
crowd control, and no security 
forces were to be sef n except for a 
handful of policemen who, acc- 
ording to one paper, were “afraid 
to wade mto the mob whiefa ran 
riot m the streets.” 

The expressions of emotion at 
the frmenU, typical ai Arab pol- 
itical demonstiations, were widely 
described m menacing temis. 
The Muslim call to prayer “thun- 
dered” from mbarets throughout 
the' city, matched only by the 
“deafenbg” wail of car horns and 
the “tiiunderous” beat of drums 
played by members of the Muslim 
Brotherhood. The chanting 
crowds were variously described 
as “an excited atob” and “groups 
of inflamed youths,” led by a 
demonstiator who “roared 'Pal- 
estine is Arab.' " 

Ibe tybble dty of Nablus w^ 
depicted as a “volcano" overcome 
by a “stormy outburst of emo- 
tbns.” The removal of Al Masri's 
body from his coffin and its pas- 
sage from hand to hand to bis 
tomb was described as the work of 


an onrestrabed mob” which 
descended on the coffin," broke 
it, abd “seized the body.” carrybg 
it o^ for burial. 

Ibe press's visba of chaos was 
echoed recently by a high official 
“rekx>Dsible” for the temtories. 
He Mid the funeral's takeover by 
“tiiugs” typified the “atmosphere 
of tenor” m the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

laniJ Day marks the deatiis of 
six Arabs and the wounding of 70 
others b clashes with security for- 
ces durin g 1976 protests against 
expropriation of Arab land b Gal- 
ilee. *This year's anniversay, mar- 
ked by the quietest IsraeU Arab 
demonstrations b 10 years, was 
met witii tense anticipation tty the 
Israeli press. Most papers led their 
Land Day stories with extensive 
details about security measures 
bebg taken to meet possible out- 
breaks of violence by the dem- 
onstrators. One headlbe ann- 
ounced. "Today is Land Day — 
Alert b the Galilee, the Triangle 
and the Tlsrritoriea.” Moststories 
reported a “high-level alert" 
among beefed up forces of “Tho- 
usands” of policemen, border pol- 
icemen and army troops b Israel 
and the territories. One paper 
rttiorted the police had set up 
‘^rward co mman d posts” in Isr- 
aeli Arab areas to deal with pos- 
sVIe vblence. Only one paper 


noted that the police pianned lo 
keep a low profile during the 
demonstrations, and btervene 
only during '‘distuibances.” 

More attentbn was gn^ to the 
IsraeU security preparations than 
to Arab demonstrations the- 
mselves. or to the poUtical debate 
b the Israeli Arab community 
over how to mark Land Day. 

b the end. Land Day b Israel 
passed virtually without bcidenL 
Police were not to be seen m the 
Arab villages, where the dem- 
onstrations were held peacefully, 
b what was almost a carnival atm- 
osphere. 

Press preoccupation with per- 
ceived hostility or expected vio- 
lence of Arab demonstrations is* 
not altogether without reason. 
Land Day protests have been 
marked by vblence b the past, 
and Palestbian demonstralbns b 
the territories have not always 
been peaceful. Sensarionaltsm 
also affects newspapercoverageof 
a wide range of events, bdu^g 
demonstrations by Jews, such as 
the settler protests which pre- 
• ceded the wididrawal from Yatiut 
t <'• Neverdieless, Che deserq^tiims 
b Israeli papers of the recent 
Arab nationalist demonstrations 
are telling reflections of Israeli 
anxiety over .Arab political action 
b Israel and the occupied ter- 
ritories. 


Congress might win battle but lose war over arms deal

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Congress is preparing a knockout 
blow to a bid by President Reagan 
to sell 2,600 advanced missiles 
word] S354 million to Saudi Ara- 
bia but the president could still 
wb b the end. 

If lawmakers block the pro- 
posed arms sale it wfll be the latest 
b a series of defeats for a Reagan 
administration poUcy of amis sales 
to moderate Arab states. 

It could also herald a battle over 
the scheduled delivery to Riyadh 
this summer of the first of five 
AWACS radar {flanes. 

The House and Senate are exp- 
ected to vote next week on a bill to 
block the sale, called a resolutbn 
of disapproval. A majority b both 
chambers snpport the measure 
and it is virtubly guaranteed pas- 
sage. 

“This is absolutely uup- 
recedented.” said senator Alan 
Cranston, sponsor of a Senate 
measure to kill the arms deal. 

“It wfll be the first time that 
Congress has ever voted down a 
proposal for an arms sale and 1 
thbk DOW is the time to draw that 
Ime.” 

But Reagan has promised an 
immediate veto if the bill lands on 
his desk and congressional aides 


said 'I is not certab that Congress 
will be able to muster the two- 
tbiids vote b each house needed 
to override the veto. 

One aide said the Democrat- 
coniFolled House probably would 
be able to defeat the veto but the 
Republican-led Senate would 
allw the president to have his 
way. 

Although battles over Arab 
arms sales, fuelled largely by the 
powerful pro-Israeli lobby on 
Capitol Hill, have been regular b 
Congress for a decade. Congress 
has never exercised its legislative 
right to block a deal. Strong opp- 
osition and threats of action have 
been sufficient to force a retreat. 

Last year the administration 
yielded without a fight to con- 
gressional opposition . to a pro- 
posed sale of 60 F- 1 S jets to Saudi 
Arabia and the Saudis purchased 
British Tornadoes bstead. 

The adrabistration this year 
bdefinitely posqx>ned a SI. 9 bil- 
lion sale of advanced planes and 
weaponry to Jordan. 

But this time the administration 
appears ready to fight. State and 
Defence O^artment officials 
have been arguing Reagan's case 
b often hostile congressional hea- 
rings. 

“Security cooperation is def- 
initely the underpinoing of the 
U.S.-&udi relationdifo and we 


cannot undermbe our ties with 
our prmc4>al friend b the Gulf 
today and expect to rebuild them 
later.” Assistant Secretary of 
State Richard Murphy told the 
Senate Foreign ReiatioDs Com- 
mittee this week. 

Tlie administration asserts that 
the weapons, bcludbg Stinger 
anti-aircraft and Harpoon anti- 
shq) missiles, are to replenish a 
Saudi bveotoiy that will be exp- 
ended by the end of the decade 
when delivery is to begb. 

U.S. officials say the sale is also 
blended to send a “signar* to Iran 
that it should not consider wid- 
enmg the Iran-Iraq war across 
Saudi borders and to assure Saudi 
Arabia of coutbued U.S. support. 

But congressional <yponents. 
led by CranstMi b the Senate and 
representative MH Levine b the 
House, OMitend die weapons could 
threaten Israeli security and give 
the Sandis a higher missile- 
to-friane ratio than both the United 
States and Israd. 

Another factor appears to be 
wbat these opponents call Saudi 
Arabia's support of terrorism and 
a fear that the Stinger — deserfl^ed 
as the “perfect terrorist weapon" 
by several legislators — could fall 
bto other hands. 

“Tlie Saudis havie bankrolled 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 


anisation I PLOj and Syria — thi 
protectors of terrorists inqtlicaiei 
in the murder of hundreds o 
Americans." Levbe said. 

“And the Saudis have side: 
with .Muaramar Oadhafi b ou 
recent showdowns with the Lib 
yan dictator." he said. 

.Many members of Congres 
used the recent U-S. attack oi 
Libya to support their arguments 
ebargbg Saudi Arabia hadofferei 
to make good Libyan losses.

with which a terrorist could shoo 
down an American aircraft fron 
five miles away.” said Cranston. 

Those legislators also contenc 
that Saudi Arabia has done little 
or notbbg to promote an Arab- 
Israeli peace settlement — ai 
isMe that will come to the for- 
efront b J une when Reagan is due 
to report to Congress before del* 
ivering the first AWACS (Air- 
borne Wanting and Control Sys- 
tem) plane. 

Congress b 1981 gave reluctant 
approval to the $8.5 biJIioo deal 
for five AWACS but only aftei 
bsistbg on presidential cer- 
tification that Saudi Arabia baC 
contributed significantly to the 
Middle East peace process.

PARIS — High-booted and 
wide-sboddered, the figures pat- 
rol imposingly in the spotlighL 
Uteir kit of slate grey and ver- 
digris, widi flashes of Muscovite 
r^. is completed with peaked cap 
and star on diest. 

Paris, a few days after the 
centre- right's return to power, has 
taken on a distinctly Soviet aspect.

Does China’s riew deal with the French nudear manufacturer Fra- 
mioms signal a new beginning for the nuclear industry in the Third 
Vi'orld ? Or is nudear power, thought to be unsafe by many groups, still 
too ejqsaish'e for developing countries? 


PARIS ^ Six years without a sin- 
reactor sale ended recently for 
the nuclear tndustiy sAen tiie 
French nuclear manufacturer 
Framatome signed an agreement 
witii China for the oonstnictioo of 
two 1,000 m^watt reactors. 
Does China's decision herald a 
revival of inteiest in nuclear 
power among the ndustrialising 
countries of me Soutii? 

Delegates firom 86 countries at 
the Sef^raber 198S review con- 
ference of the Nudear Non-

are each thought to have dev- 
eloped nudear weapons capability 
under the camouflage of nudear 
power reactors. There are sus- 
picions that Biaal, Argentina, 
Lfoya, Iraq, Iran and perhaps 
South Korea could follow suit. 

The {Hesence d nuclear power 
plants in the Third World has agg- 
ravated Intematioiial teosioiis. In 
1981 the Israelis bombed Iraq's 
Osicak reactor, ostensibly to pre- 
vent the Iraqb from using foe fac- 
ility to build a nudear weapon. 
LBtya has rut hidden its desire to 
possess the bomb, while Soufo 
Africa’s jJTOgress towards one has 
led politicians in neighhomin g 
Afirx^ states to dedare that, 
should South Africa's goal be att- 
ained, tfa^ should acquire nudear 
weqtons themselves. 

More recently the Shfite Ac- 
tion which, killed Frtioiefa' hostages 
In Lebanon demand^ foat France 
give back to Iran the $1,000 mil- 
lion which foe Shah had paid to 
the French consortium Eurodif to 
proepe enridied uranium for his 
ambitious progranune of eight 
nudear reactors. The uranium is 
no longer needed due to can- 
cellation of foe reactors by Kho- 
meini. 


Last February a meeting in Nai- 
robi of 150 noD-govemmental 
organisations criticised as ina- 
dequate foe safeguards currently 
aj^lied to rivS nudear technology 
under the Nuclear Non- 
PiDlifeiation Treaty. The NGOs 
worry that a new application of 
lasertedinoiogy could make foese 
safeguards obsolete. 

The materia] from which nuc- 
lear weapons are made, enriched 
uranium, is far in fairly lim- 
ited su[^ly, since there are few 
en richme nt facffities. But foe enr- 
idiment of uranium by means of 
laser beams promises a cheaper 
and less cumbersome earkhment 
process — one which would be 
more easily acquired, and would 
eliminate a major barrier to wea- 
pons construction. 

While foere is little to stop a 
determined government from 
aeqairing nuclear weapons cap- 
abuity through ostensibly erw 
channels, foe dream of cheap, 
dean nuclear electricity remains 
prcfofoitfrely expensive for those 
d^t^loping couDtri^ whose pirns, 
‘are purely dvil. The r^nt Fra- 
matome is unlikely to be rle'p- 
eated in the near future, and even 
China has ruled out more than a 
minimal degree of dependence on 
nudear power, opting instead for 
bydroelectricity. — Earfoscan.

What Lyndon Larouche believes

WASHINGTON — Lyndon H. 
Larouche Jr. thinks the Queen of 
England is involved in drug trade, 
the United States is headed for 
economic collapse and foe hol- 
ocaust is fiction. 

He is a perennial fringe can- 
didate for U.S. president rfoo usu- 
ally gets few votes. But Louche 
has gained new attention in light 
last month's startling Dem- 
ocratic primary victories by two of 
his candidates in foe state of Ill- 
inois and an foundance of Lar- 
ouebe candidates across foe U.S. 

In foe DKnois races. Larouche's 
candidates declared Americans 
were re^ronding to foe views held 
by their leader: opposition to a law 
mandating a balanced federal 
budget, for widespread tes- 
ting and quarantining to combat 
the disease AIDS and' con- 
demnation of white-collar drug 
'fraffibkers. 

Those were some of foir' pos- 
itions the Larouche candidates put 
forth t9 a primary which, for foe 
most part, generated little interest 
until they won. 

But they zet just a few of foe 
positions Larouche espouses.

— Former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger is a “Soviet 


agen t-of- influence .'' 

— ZkNiism is “craty ... cult oon- 
sense." The holocaust was "myt- 
hical." Israel “is ruled from Lon- 
don as a zombie-state." 

— The Queen of England is 
involved in drug trade. 

— Former Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos “was opposed 
to me and be fell as a result" 

— Poland's trade union Sol- 
idarity ls“British-infiltrated " and 
threatens Poland with "economic 
rum, starvation and social chaos." 

— The FBI and the anti- 
defamation league of B’nai B'ritfa 
share "complicity in foe ass- 
assination of (Indk's) Prime Min- 
ister Gandhi and the IdUing of foe 
329 passengers on the June 23, 
1986. flight of Air India flight

— The United States faces eco- 
nomic collapse this year. President 
Ronald Reagan's economic pol- 
icies are unchanged from Jimmy 
Carter administratton's and Uit.

LaTqucbe,<63, a four-time can- 
didate for president, expounds 
foese views in prolific writings and 
in a caJjq voice that grows excited 
when challenged. 

His attadcs can be vicious, and 
his critics often are dismissed as 
part of the "drug lobby," cra^. 
Communist or homosexual. At a 


recent news conference, Larouche 
snapped at a questioning rep- 
orter. "How can I talk with a dr^ 
pusher like you?" 

An issue of his New Solidarity 
newspaper last month said Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz sho- 
uld be tried for treason for selliog 
out allies. "Let's give Shultz a fair 
trial first — and then hang him." it 
said. 

Dismissed by Democratic Party 
regulars as a kook, Larouche gai- 
ned just ISO.OIX) votes in a dozen 
1 984 primaries despite airing nine 
rambling — and expensive — 
half-hour broadcasts on national 
televfrion. 

Since foe Illinois primaiy. 
Democratic Party officials have 
sought to inform voters about 
Larouche's candidates and his 
views in hopes exposure will eva- 
porate supitoit. 

"It's foe raniings and ravings of 
a mad man," said Democratic nat- 
iodai ooramittee spokesman Terry 
Michael. "It’s not ultra-left or 
ultra-right to say Queen Elizabeth 
is a drug pusher. If s ultra-crazy." 

Undedymg Larouche's views is 
a vast, complicated web of global 
conspiracies, some centuries old. 

He sees shadowy links between 
the Soviet KGB, British int- 
elligeace. the conservative Her- 
itage Foundation research group, 
the FBI. foe Anti-Defamation 
League and international ter- 


raarket — particularly foe bre-

There are lawful pro- 
cesses which determine what kind 
of ooD^iracies work and what 
kinds (km't, but history is ootbing 
but foe history of conspiracies int- 
ersecting what foe laws of history 
will allow to happen." 

Asked to explain his claim that 
foe British royal family is involved 
in drug trade, Larouche res- 
ponded: "The Westminster act of 
1787, which put the British gov- 
emmeat in the drug business, and 
they've never gone out of it." 

A ^kesman for British inf- 
ormatioD services at the British 
consulate in New York. Stewart 
Grainger, said he had never hetrd 
of “The Westminster act of 1787" 
and could find no such reference 
io foe index of acts of British par- 
liament. 

Larouche grew up' in Mas- 
sachusetts and in the late 1940s 
and early 1950s was a member of 
foe Soci^t Workers Party, a Tro- 
tskyite group. 

He ran for president in 1 976 on 
foe U.S. Labour Pa^ ticket, but 
by 1980 was running in Dem- 
ocratic primaries and had made an 
apparent shift to foe right.

Fundarreutaiist religious gro- 
ups, sudt as Jerry FalwelFs Moral 
^^jo^ity. have caoq>aigned to 
Slop sales of Playboy. Penthouse 
and ofoer magazines featuring 
photos of nude women. 

One nationwide oonveojence- 
store chain, while claiiniag foe 
pressure tactics bad nothing to do 
with it, b removing them from 
con^rany-owned stores. 

In New York's Times Square a 
city-backed poficing effort over 
foe past several years has closed 
dozens of massage parlors and 
similar businesses for which foe 
area is renowned. The mood 
among owners of such est- 
ablishments is decidedly down- 
beat. 

Lamented one Time Square 
pcepshow (prater, whose arcade 
faces dcrooUtioD to make way for 
new development, "What is this 
obsessioa with sex?” 

A national commissioa on por- 
nography, established by Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan to examine 
foe extent of foe problem and to. 
recommend legislation, is due to 
mwfctf its report this summer. 

Committee members are rel- 
uctant to talk about what they 
might recommend. But to the 
Rev. Bruce Ritter, a Roman Cat- 
holic Driest and comniissiDn mem- 
ber. pomograjfoy is *‘ a very ser- 
ious problem.'* 

Ritter, who runs a foelier for 
homeless diildreo just off Times 
Square, said that a previous i»e- 
sjdentifii commission, which in 
1970 eoBClucied uo new laws were 
needed to cope widi pornography, 
“performed its study at a time 
when pom was barely io its inf-; 

^"^TTiaigs have radically chasgedl 
... with VCRS, dial-a-pom, 
R-rated movies, satellite (TV) 
pom. ... none of these foin^ exi-; 
sied when the 1970 commisskin 
issued its report.” he said in a tel- 
ephone interview. 

The anti-pomogi^foy move- 
ment seems to be spurred on by ati 


least two factors. One is that con- 
servative religious leaders, like 
FalwelL who take strict positions 
with regard to pornography, have 
a receptive audience at foe White 
House. 

When he announced the for- 
mation of his commission, Reagan 
said, "it's time to stop pretenfong 
that extreme pomogi^y is a vic- 
timless crime." 

Another is foat pornographic 
mater ials have becodc much 
nwre widely available, and in a 
greater variety of fonns, than 15 
years ago ufoen the last pre- 
sidential commission studied foe 
matter. 

At foat time, a rough estimate 
of the value of the pornography 
business was dx>ut S2.S bfllion a 
year. Today, testimony before the 
Reagan oonunission has put the 
figure at anywhere between S3 bfi- 
lion and 57 billion, commission 
spokesman Dee Ku^ said. 

The American Civil Lfoerfies 
Union (ACLU), which sued to 
obtain access to commission mat- 
erials in advance of its final retort, 
is alarmed foat proposals it is con- 
sidering could infringe on per- 
sonal freedoms. , 

The ACLU says foe com-, 
missbn may propose measures to 
regulate sex-oriented pro- 
gramnies <ki satellite and cable 
television, prosecute produoeis 
and actors who ajqtear in poni, 
movies nnder prokhution sta - 1 
tutes and create a oomputeiised! 
data base for sez-rdated criminal 
investigations. 

“Law enforcement efforts wiU 
literally frighten people bnt of 
expressing foen^lyps about sex- 
ual mattets," said Bany Lynn, a 
legislative counsel in the ACLlTs 
WadungtoD office, "... we could 
return to some kind of sexual dark 
age when we are afraid to produce 
somefoing sArout sex." 

Defining what constitutes por- 
nography is a key issue in foe con- 
troversy. 

Lynn said pomograifoy is "a 
matter of taste.” 

He old his organisation 
roves of efforts to eradicate the 
use of duidhto in pomogr^foic 
matenak — but only foe plD- 
dnedoo of it, not people who col- 
lect it. 

In ofoer histances, he said “ We 


don't think the government sho- 
uld act as a literary critic.'’ 

But foe Rev. Donald WOdmon, 
head of National Foundation for 
Decency in l\ipek>, Mississ^i, a 
menfoer of the presideatial com- 
miswa, defines poroography by 
examples. 

Some of those he mentions are 
movies Eke “Debbie Does Dal- 
las" and “Deep Throat.” 

Sudi films, as well as magazines 
and other materials, “are a very 
destructive instrument," he said. 

“They are degrading to women, 
they are anti-fiu^y,” he said in a 
telq>bone interview. "They have 
DO true pietUFe of the family or the 
elderiy or diSdren or anyfoing of 
that natnie.” 

Publisher Bob Guocione, nfoose 
PenfooDse magazine is one of 
those being removed from the 
racks at 7-1 1 Convenience stores.

He said that FalwelL and others

ld like all of us to meet his own 
penonal religious oiteria for the 
American way of life.”

The resolntion said the group 
endorsed legal measures to reg- 
ulate pornography and urged kx^ 
diapters to monhor ite ciiculatkm.

Juventus will miss Trapattoni

ROME — When the champagne 
stops flowmg in honour of Juv- 
entus’ 22nd Italian league tide, 
the club will have to face the cold 
facts of life widiout trainer Gio- 
vanni Trapattoni after a 
fabulonsly^successfiil 10-year all- 
iance. 

Juventus have won every major 
fateraationa] and domestk soccer 
honour under his guidanoe. The 
ehampiooshfa shield won mi Sun- 
day was 'napattonfs sixth since he 
joined tiie TUrin giants as an ine- 
iqieTienced trainer in 1976. 

Not surprisingly, players imm- 
ediately dedicated the latest prize 
to die former international def- 
ender who is leaving Thrin for Int- 
emazionale Milaa. 


“Few people can understand 
what this goodbye means to me,” 
said Trapattoni after the Zebras' 
hard-won 3-2 victory over 
relegation-doomed Lecce had cli- 
ndied the league tide. “Juventus 
have given me so much. I will take 
fantastic memories widi me.” 

Only Roma threatened to spoil 
Tr^iattonfs final season. Two 
weeks b^re the end, they stole 
ahead of Juventus on goal dif- 
ference. 

But Lecce, die suiprismg pro- 
t^pnists of tile final weeks after 
an otherwise disastrous debut in 
the top divisfon, became the only 
side to beat the Romans at home 
all season and so ended their tide 
diallenge. 

A defeat at Como in the final 
roimd left Roma four points adrift 
of Juventus, but widi die con- 
solatioD of a European Football 
Union (UEFA) Ciq> place for next 
year, along wfai Napofi, Torino 
‘and Fiorentina. 

For the first time , nefaier Milan 
side has got through to next year's 
European conqietitioiis. although 
latemazionale still have a diance 
through the Italian Cup, whidi 
readiM the quarter-finals next 
month. 

At the odier end of the table, 
Pisa and Bari join Leooe on the 
return trq> to die Second Division 
after just one season at the top. 
Their replacements will not 
decided until the Second Division 
chanqiionsh^ ends in mid-June. 

The soccer federation has war-

Serena, who moved from local 
rivals Torino, scored Juventus' 
final goal after an exchange with 
Laudrup, the young Danish str- 
iker who has flourisbed alongside 
Frenchman Michel Platini, the 
inspiration of the Juventus attack. 

It was Serena who opened the 
season’s scoring with a goal in the 
first match against Avciiino at the 
start of a run which saw Juventus 
equal their own record of e^i 
scrai^t wins. 

Critics had predicted that the

Saudi oil income 


below budget in 
1984/85 fiscal year

BAHRAIN — Saudi Arabia's oil 
revenues fell by nearly 18 percent 
in the 1984/85 Bnaneiai year and 
were 21 per cent below the budget 
target, the official Saudi Press 
Agency said Tbesday, 

Quoting the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency (SAMA) ann- 
ual report, it said oil income for 
the year, whicb ended in March 
1985 fell, to 119 bOJion riyals 
(b32.6 bdHon) firom 145 billion 
(b39.7 bDBon) tbe previous year. 

The figure fell short of the bud- 
get target of 1S0.9 billion riyals 
(^4U bOlion). apparently ref- 
lecting both lower oil prices. and 
production. 

Oil revenue normally accounts 
for about two-thirds of total gov- 
ernment income. 

The report gave no figure for 
total revenue in 1984/85. but said 
total expenditure was 216 billion 
riyals (^592 billioD). down from 
230 bDBon (!b63.] bilHon) in 
1988/84. This was 17 per cent 
below the budget figure of 260 bil- 
lion riyals (S71.2 billion). 

Tbe government last month 
decided to defer a decisioa on tbe 
budget for the 1986/87 financial 
year which began on March 1 1 , 
saying oil revenues were too dif- 
fiwlt to forecast. 

The 1985/86 budget projected 
both income and e.Ypenditure at 
200 billion riyals (^54.8 billion). 

But in die absence of official 
figures, bankers and economists in 
the region estimate actual spe- 
nding was DO more than 160 bil- 
lion (M3.8 billion). 

Government revenues peaked 


at 368 bilHon r^als (blOO billioQ) 
in 1981/82, soon after its oO out- 
put reached some 10 milHon bar- 
rels per day (BPD). 

OS production dropped to a 
20 -year low of two n^Uon BPD 
last summer, and whQe it has now 
risen to over four million, oil pri- 
ces have dropped by more than 50 
per cent since the beginning of 
1986. 

Bankers and economists see 
further cuts in spending in the 
1986/87 budget as mevitable, alt- 
bougb the government says it now 
has no need to ^nd heavily on 
major projects since the country's 
infrastructure rs largely com- 
pleted. 

Ihe SAMA report, delivered to 
King Fahd .Monday, said imports 
fell 16 per cent in 19^/85 to 107 
billion riyals (529.3 billion). 

The biJance of payments sur- 
plus declined by 16 billion (S4.4 
bilEon) "because the drop hi rev- 
enues was more than the drop in 
iti^rort payments,” it said. 

SAMA gave no figure for the 
payments surplus, but its previous 
annual report put tbe 1983/84 
current account surplus at a pro- 
vision 64 bilHon riyals (^17.5 bU- 

lioD). 

The report said overall inflation 
was held at zero for the second 
successive year, while the cost of 
Irving index fell 1.2 per cent. 

In the non-oil sector, the report 
said agricul&iral ouqrut grew by 
two per cent last year, industrial 
production by 1.8 per cent and 
electricity ouqrut by 10 per cent. 

The oonstructioQ sector,- app- 
arently hard-hit by the decline in 
spending on new projects. showed 
no growth, it said. 


West German economy 
heading for high growth 


BONN (R) — West Germany’s 
leading economic institute have 
painted a glossy portrait of the 
country's protoects, forecasting 
that this year wul bring the highest 
economic growth since Chancellor 
Helmut Itohi took office in 1982 
and fee first significant cut in job- 
lessness this decade. 

In a joint senu-annual report, 
the top five mdependent researgh , 
institutes 'precficte^ tiir econon^ ' 
willgrow by 3.S perbentin 1986^ 
well above the 2A per cent seen 
last year and the highest rate of 
erqransion since 1979. 

"All indicaticnis are that the 
upswing will continue into next 
year,” the institutes said. 

Mr. Kc^s centrerr^t gov- 
ernment, facing a general election 
next year in which high une- 
mployment is the major issue, said 
tite i^ort confirmed die sucess of 
Its poheies. 

The forecast should also str- 
engthen Mr. KohTs hand at the 
forthcoming Western economic 
summit in Tokyo, where' the Uni- 
ted States is expected to continue 
pressuring Bona to stimulate 
domestic demand in a bid to boost 
European growth. 

But the prediction is sHgbtly 
lower ±an the four per cent exp- 
ansion that the Bundesbank, the 


country's central bank, has said is 
possible. 

Ihe report said unenifiloymmt 
will fall to an average 2^3 miliioa 
this year from 230 million last 
year, when 93 per cent of die lab- 
our force was out of a job.

Walker was sentenced to life in 
prison after pleading guiltv late 
last year but agr^d to testi^ aga- 
inst Whitworfo in exchange Iot a 
more lenient sentence for another 
menfoer of the spy ring, his son. 
Mkfoael Walker. 

Walker’s brofoer, Arthur, was 
convicted for his role in the esp- 


ionage operation last year and 
may also testify against Whi- 
tworth, 66. 

Waiter told the jury he planned 
in 1974 to retire from foe navy but 
wanted to continue delivering mil- 
itary secrets to foe Soviet Union.

Savimbi sees major U.S.

It goes further than die tou^ 
anti-nudear positions and cri- 
ticisms of U.S. nuclear polky 
foe Episcopal Church in 1982 and 
by U.S. Roman Cafoolic bishops, 
in 1983. Bofo conditionally acc- 
epted deterrence. 

“Nudear deterrence has bec- 
ome a dogmatic license for per- 
petual hostility between the sup- 
erpowers and for dieir r^ res- 
istance to s^nificaat measures of 
disarmament,'’ says foe Nfethodist 
document, which has been two 
years in preparation leading up to 
Tuesday’s vote by about 100 bis- 
hops. 

“Nuclear deterrence has too 


long been reverenced as the idol of 
nationa] security,'’ Umding pro- 
ponents to “requirenients of gen- 
usoe security,” it says. 


U.S. to retire 2 subs 


to avoid refitting costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Def- 
ence Secretary Ca^ar Wei- 
nberger said foe decision to retire 
two aging Poseidon submarines 
was based on the high cost of ref- 
urbishing them and not on a great 
co mmitme nt' to foe SALT II anUS 
accord. 

Answering questions Monday 
during a meeting of foe Pen- 
tagon's advisory Conunissk>B-on 
Women, Mr. Weinberger 
eared to suggest he had not fou^t 
too hard to save the two subs des- 
pite his belief the United States 
should abandon the SALT H aco- 
ord. 

He also made a point of saying a 
dedsion on the deployment of 
air-launched cruise missiles would 
be made on foe basis of “what is 
militari ly best and most cost eff- 
ective, not whether or not it com- 
plies with these rafoer artificial 
restraints of SATL II.” 

Mr. Weinberger’s remarks on 
foe dedsion to retire the sub- 
marines Nathanael Green and 
Nathan Hale marked foe first pub- 
lic confirmation by a top adm- 
inistration offidal of the pre- 
sident's decision. The White 
House has said only that Presideat 
Ronald Reagan made a tentative 
decision on foe matter and was 
consulting wifo European alfies 
before announcmg it. 

“It's fair enough to say that the 
pnesideofs dedsion essentially 
was that the two submarines the- 
mselves — having been bniit for a 
30-year bull life and having had 
pretty dose to a 30-year hull life
